EXISTENCE OF COAL NEAR LONDON. 


EXTENT OF COAL MEASURES IN ENGLAND—LONDON A LIKELY SITE FOR A 
TRIAL BORE-HOLE, 

S1r,—So far as I can make out from your abstract of Mr. Jukes’s lecture, 
he advises trials under the Permian rocks for coal, for the coal measures 
underlie these rocks. I quite agree with Mr. Jukes, and would goa little 
further. He reasons that the measures underlie each other in regular suc- 
cession, and that at London, for example, the whole series, amounting to 
two miles in thickness, would have to be pierced ere the coal measures 
were reached. I rather think this is assuming too much. I do not think 
that miles of strata will be found anywhere. We have not gone further 
than 500 fms. vertically into the strata at any one point that [ am aware 
of, and that is in the Belgian coal measures; and there is nothing to make 
us expect the various beds will be like so many saucers, one within the 
other, We have many proofs of the contrary. ‘Thus, the Belgian coal 
field is reached through chalk; the French, ditto. In some places the mill- 
stone grit is a few fathoms, that in others 200 fms. In some places the 
coal measures rest on the Old Red Sandstone, the carboniferous limestone 
being absent, and many other wants will occur to anyone accustomed to 
study the subject. I am, therefore, of opinion that the stratified deposits 
will be thinner than many persons expect, and the recent discoveries of 
qrelagicto harmonise with this. If it be found, then, that the stratified 

eposits are irregular in thickness, and sometimes wholly wanting, it fol- 
lows that wherever the strata above the coal measures are found, we may 
reasonably assume that the coal measures are under, and, probably, not at 
any much greater depth where the Lias is on than where the Permian 
is on. Of course, the opposite is deduced from the same reasoning 
—that it is possible the coal measures may be wholly wanting, and that 
any borings might pass at once from (say) the chalk into the Old Red 
Sandstone, or even lower. I would, therefore, say that while there is a 
seemingly better chance of succeeding when you begin at the Permian, 
there is, probably, as much chance of falling in with coal at a reasonable 
depth, commencing in the chalk; and I am strongly inclined to think that 
a very likely place to make a trial bore-hole—say, of 800 fathoms—is any- 
where in the neighbourhood of London. It would be worth tons of let- 
ters, and would not cost so very much money—probably 30,0002. I hope, 
therefore, that in the ensuing Parliament we will have some member pa- 
triotic enough to move for a vote of 30,0001. to solve the ‘* momentous 
question.” People write and talk about the exhaustion of the coal fields 
of England! Why, as yet we have been only scratching on the surface. 
The deepest pit in England is not more than 300 fms., while in Belgium 
they have pits of 1000 metres, I look upon the whole of the East of Eng- 
land—east of a line drawn south from Newcastle-on-Tyne—as legitimate 
exploring ground. Much of it will contain Cleveland ironstone, and un- 
der the whole of it the coal measures may be expected. R. 


IMPROVED STAMPING MACHINERY, 


Sir,—In these days of progression, when the recent improvements in 
machinery for tin-dressing purposes seem to have arrived at almost abso- 
late perfection, it is very pleasing to find that the eminent Cornish engi- 
neers, Messrs, West and Sons, are keeping pace with the requirements of 
the age in which we live, and have recently introduced at the Phoenix 
Mines, near Liskeard, an improved engine, or rather engines, for stamp- 
ing tin and copper. Having had an opportunity of seeing the machinery 
referred to in motion, I have no hesitation in saying that for completeness 
of mechanism, beauty of construction, and its adaptation for the work re- 
quired, it far surpasses anything of the kind hitherto erected in Cornwall, 
and to those who are about to put up new stamping machinery I would 
say go and see it. 

I will not take upon myself to describe its excellence very minutely, but 
may, however, state that the chief peculiarity consists in having a pair of 
single-acting condensing-engines in one house, and taking the steam from 
the same boiler. It is well known that when a single cylinder beam-en- 
gine works a crank, there are two points in every revolution when the en- 
gine has no power, and a very heavy fly-wheel has to be provided, so as 
to obtain a sufficient momentum to carry the crank over, In the newly- 
constructed engines this is, ina great measure, remedied by having two 
cylinders, with beams and cranks, so that when one crank is vertical the 
other is horizontal, thereby keeping up a continuous and easy motion, and 
which seems to work remarkably well. ‘here is also gear attached for 
working the improved round buddles, which answers admirably. A great 
deal of money has been recently expended on this mine in providing the 
most improved tin-dressing machinery, ‘The eastern part of the county, 
from the River Fowey tothe Tamar, has hitherto been comparatively 
barren for tin. But I opine the day is not far distant when the Caradon 
district will become as famous for tin as it is now for its copper-producing 
mines.— Liskeard, Sept. 20, PROGRESS. 


ORE CRUSHING MACHINERY. 


Si1r,—In last week’s Journal I read an interesting article, entitled ‘Ore 
Dressing—No. I.,” which, | presume, was intended to include the various 
machinery in use for performing the first portion of the work—that of re- 
ducing tho ore to a convenient size for subsequent treatment. Of course, 
Icould not expect Mr. Hilary Bauerman to refer to a machine not in the 
Museum of the Royal School of Mines at the time his catalogue was 
made, yet I trust you will permit me to supplement his list by mention- 
ing the Stone Breaker which I bave succeeded in largely introducing as 
an ordinary mining appliance, and I hope your readers will have an op- 
portunity upon a subsequent visit to the Royal School of Mines to inspect 
the model of Blake’s Stone Breaker, and will recognise its merits. ‘The 
machine has been so frequently alluded to in the Mining Journal that a 
detailed description of it is unnecessary, but as an alteration has been 
made since the machine received the prize medal at the International 
Exhibition of 1862 I will briefly mention it. 

In the original machine the thrust bar of the toggle-joints rested upon 
a lever between the fulcrum and the end of the lever attached to the ec- 
centric by which it is raised, In the improved arrangement increased 
compactness and some other advantages also are obtained by dispensing 
with the lever, and connecting the thrust-bar directly with the eccentric. 
The modification will be at once understood by referring to the diagram 
of the machine, which has for some time past accompanied my advertise- 
ment in the Mining Journal. Suppose the lever g and the fulcrum / to 
be entirely removed; tho remaining part of the pitman, as well as the ar- 
rangement for lifting it (see d, e, /), are removed to a point above the 
thrust-bar é of the toggles, and made to form part with it, such thrust-bar 
being then discontinued below the level of the top of the leverg. Of 
course, the jaw m moves forward, whether the bar é is raised indirectly 
through the lever, as in the old arrangement, or directly by the eccentric, 
as in the new, but the advantage of lessening the number of working parts 
must be obvious, whilst the increased compactness is frequently very im- 
portant, especially when the machines are to be put on wheels for facili- 
tating their removal from place to place as required. 

But perhaps even more conclusive evidence of the power of the machine 
than the casual inspection of the details is to be found in the undoubted 
success which has attended its practical adoption. Messrs, John Taylor 
and Sons certi‘y that the stone-breaker applied by them atthe West Canada 
Company’s mines works effectually, and will be a source of great economy, 
concluding with the gratifying observation, ‘‘ Our agent says no breaking 
machine extant can compare with this;’’ and equa!ly favourable accounts 
have been received from Messrs. Harrison, Anslie, and Co., Mr. John 
Lancaster, and many other equally well-known ironmasters, as well as 
from emery works, metal mines, alkali works, &c.; so that I think I may 
say that an account of ore crushing machinery cannot be complete without 
mention of the machine.—Soho Foundry, Leeds.

BRITISH SILVER ORES. 


Sre,—In reply to the enquiry of ‘ T. M. N.,” in last week’s Journal, 
in reference to the number of ounces (or percentage) of silver contained 
in the ton (avoirdupois) of silver ores, I beg to state, so far as the two 
western counties of Devon and Cornwall are concerned, and on referring 
to my past assays made of silver ores from the various mines now at work, 
and which were working in 1862, I find that the Lupcorr Mrnp, near 
Liskeard, claims the priority, both as to the largest returns and highest 
percentage of silver, the ores from this mine varying in produce from 400 
ounces to over 4000 ounces of silver per ton—in fact, one small lot sold 
as high as 54s. per lb., or atthe rate of 25,000 ozs. of silver per ton. Norru 
Do.coatu, near Camborne, also made several sales of silver ores of over 


400 ozs. of silver per ton: these two mines gave dividends for some time 
on silver ores only. Wueat Fortescue, near Lostwithiel (now Silver 
Vein), also made good returns at this percentage for silver, and gave divj- 
dends on the amounts realised by the sale of silver ores. There were, 
also, several mines formerly worked in Cornwall, but which are now de- 
fanct, which yielded good returns of rich silver ores—HERLAND Mrngs, 
in Gwinear; West Daruinoton, in Ludgvan; WHEAL LANGFORD, near 
Callington, &c., with some others of minor importance. I would here re- 
mark that the first three mentioned mines (although still at work) have 
ceased to be productive of silver ores for some considerable time past; and 
it may be well to observe as a guide, so far as practical development has 
fully proved, that the silver ores of Great Britain—especially Devon and 
Cornwall—are only of a temporary and limited nature. 1 believe there is 
not a mine now extant which is paying on silver ores only, or has been 
since 1862, so far as my own acquaintance and practical knowledge of 
this class of mines coming under my notice has been concerned.

MISAPPLICATION OF FUNDS BY DIRECTORS. 


Srr,—Your correspondent, writing under the title of ‘A Foreign Com- 
pany (Limited),” seems to imply that an alteration of the law is necessary 
to enable a prosecution to be instituted against directors, who wilfully and 
knowingly cause the funds of the company to be expended, other than that 
for which the company was formed, and he proposes to meet the case half- 
way, by making an Act whereby directors shall not misapply more than 
half the fands of the company. Now, why we want an Act to legalise 
frauds by halves, or, in other words, to compound a portion of a felony, I 
cannot understand. The Act, as it now stands, does not in any way in- 
terfere with our criminal code, which is quite severe enough, and only 
wants energy on the part of shareholders to put it in force, although I be- 
lieve that if your correspondent would lay his case before the Board of 
Trade they would investigate it; as it is so glaring an affair, they might 
make an example of it. But how any set of gentlemen can publish such 
a balance-sheet, or coolly give to the world the headings under which all 
the capital is divided, I cannot understand. 

An indictment might run thus—* Several persons, holding positions of 
trust as directors, having violated their trust, absorbed all the funds of the 
company into their own pockets, thereby nome! possessing themselves 
of money they have no right to.” ‘The Board of ‘Trade may prosecute on 
the ground of public weal, or a shareholder in the said mismanaged com- 
pany could summons the board before a magistrate. The directors might, 
perhaps, try and shield themselves under a winding-up order, but if I were 
a shareholder I would have nothing less than a disgorging order. 

It is most likely this concern is one of those companies who have allotted 
on an infinitesimally small portion of their capital; and if the allotment 
were made by the directors, and not at a general meeting called expressly 
for the purpose, and the amount allotted upon was insufficient to carry out 
the objects specified in the Memorandum of Agreement, then the’ directors 
are liable to the shareholders, who may demand the return to them of all 
their capital, as such an allotment would be a fraud upon them. 

Now, what the public really want is a new court, which might be called 
the Trade Tribunal, especially to protect shareholders and trading interests 
generally, With such a balance-sheet printed in full, with all particulars, 
thousands would sign a petition to form a new tribunal, which might check 
such wholesale misapplication of shareholders’ funds,

FLAT VEINS OR LODES., 


Srir,—Mauch misunderstanding prevails amongst many persons respect- 
ing the value of these peculiar formations, and, where wilful misrepresenta- 
tions have been made for the express purpose of ruining properties in order 
to further private or rival interest, the act becomes infamous. That such 
has been the case I can prove in more than one or two isolated cases. 
These ideas, propounded and enforced by really ignorantas well as non-prac- 
tical men, caused the ruin of the companiesin possession. But no sooner 
had these deceitful parties supposed the leases had lapsed than they, by 
their agents, endeavoured to procure the setts for themselves. 

‘It is only a flat lode, and won’t hold down,” was the poisonous in- 
sinuation; “not like our great Cornish lodes, Look to our districts: we 
take little notice of flat lodes; they are only beds, and of no value.” The 
same terms have been applied to copper and lead veins, to prejudice their 
being worked in new districts, the parties making the remarks fearing the 
doing so might cause shallow mines to be selected in preference to deep 
and costly ones. Many, to their sorrow, will know where and how to apply 
these remarks, having grasped at the shadow but neglected the substance, 
seeing they abandoned a shallow but rich mine in a new district, where 
by a comparatively small, but most extravagant and injudicious outlay, 
large returns were made, and expended a large sum in costly machinery 
in a well tried but poor mine to no profit as yet, and not the most distant 
probability of ever doing so. 

In another case the mine was sunk only a few fathoms from the sur- 
face, and ore met with and sold to an amount seldom equalled. When water 
was encountered a wiseacre was consulted, who recommended the work to 
be stopped, because, forsooth, the lode was so flat, and this, too, in a lead 
lode. The very party subsequently was most anxious not only to obtain 
possession of this mine, but used every endeavour to secure setts in the, 
by him, proscribed locality. 

Let us now see by precedent what are the facts connected with many 
of the flat lodes, or surface bunches, as they have been termed. In Corn- 
wall many of the old tin mines, especially in St. Agnes, have returned 
prodigious profits from these lodes; witness Polberro, &c., where all the 
tin stamped for many years has been derived from these sources, supply- 
ing the enormous quantity to employ 120 heads of stamps. At the old 
Wheal Music, in the same parish, one of these despised places yielded a 
profit of upwards of 60,0007. in a few years, this large sum as profit being 
from the very fact of its being an open mine, where the ore could be quarried. 
There are many instances of tin deposits of vast extent similarly situated, 
whose returns have been prodigious, as may be witnessed at the open tin 
mine Carnglaze, near St. Austell, the opening to which is a mile round 
and 25 fathoms deep. 

In Wales the upper part of the Parys Mountain Mine produced pro- 
digious quantities of copper ore from quarried deposits. The same may 
be said of certain mines in Merionethshire. In the county of Flint flat 
lodes for ages have been the sources of untold wealth, Cardiganshire can 
boast of similar resalts. Staffordshire, Shropshipe, Durham, and York- 
shire display similar characteristics, In Scotland they are common; and, 
while such facts are evidences in proof, is it not folly to give way to the 
prejudices, and be guided by the opinions, of a few ignorant Cornish men 
(not miners, be it clearly understood), to the great chagrin and loss of those 
who now see through their folly, and mourn their decision? 

A good horse cannot be a bad colour, is a maxim that may be applied 
to this case. A good producing lode, whether it be a flat or perpendicu- 
lar, makes only this difference—one can be wrought at half the cost of the 
other, but will not afford half the opportunities of employing agents, &c., 
that a deep and costly mine must necessarily do. The same prejudice 
ruined a splendid property also in Scotland—the Gourock Sandstone Mine. 
It was condemned by some interested Cornishmen (not miners, again, as 
it was thought highly of by them), who induced the parties who projected 
the affair to abandon it before it was half tried. 

In your Journal of August 5 the result of the Alderley Edge may, if 
anything will, open the eyes of the Glasgow folk to their stupid bias in 
favour of everything Scotch, and what they do not understand being con- 
demned. Perhaps it is an idiosyncracy they cannot avoid. It is stated 
that the Alderley Edge sandstone yields only 1 to 14 per cent. of copper, 
while that at Gourock yields from the poorest quality at least 2 to 24 per 
cent., with this advantage—that the bottoms contain beds of pebble and 
brecciate, from which may be procured horseflesh, purple, bell metal, and 
yellow copper, many tons of which have have been sold at 16/. per ton. 
At the very time of the mine being suspended it paid 307. per month pro- 
fit, when only three hands were employed. 

A prophet hath honour everywhere but in his own country, so it is not 
surprising that the people of Glasgow and Greenock did not encourage an 
undertaking spoken against by Cornishmen; but that men proverbially so

The CuatRMAN said he would make but a few observations upon the present occasion, 
because the reports just submitted placec the shareholders in p ion of all the infor- 
mation that could possibly be communicated. He might, however, say that it afforded 
him extreme pleasure in being in a position to place before his co-shareholders such 
highly favourable reports. (Hear, hear.) It had been said very frequently of late that 
shareholders need not have any further anxiety about Great Wheal Vor; bat he was of 
opinion that there was always an anxiety in working a mine, although it might be in 
every way in a good position. There was an anxiety about the costs, as to whether 
they were being unduly increased, whether because the ore was a little richer they had 
been somewhat more extravagant.

A special genera! meeting of shareholders was held at the company’s 
offices, Basinghall-street, yesterday, 

Mr. Davip Wison in the chair, 

The SecreTary having read the notice convening the meeting, the re- 
port of the committee of investigation was taken as read. This report stated that the 
purchase-money was 9500/., of which two-thirds were to bein shares, 2/, 10s. paid, and 
liable to 27. 10s. in calls, and the remainder in cash; the vendors were Messrs. T. H. 
Bristow, 5. F. Griffin, A. L. Jeffree, J. Vivian, and W.P. Cardozo. Of the 30,000 shares 
into which the capital was divided, 2544 shares were allotted to the vendors, 8760 to 





because at present we can only work one bucket; but when the machine is erected 
we shall be enabled to work two, We shall then be in a position to work the mine 
completely, satisfactorily, and efficiently; and I may say that our manager, Mr. Kitto, 
appears to do his utmost to develope the mine to the best of his ability. We have fair 
and reasonable grounds for expecting that in time we shall develope this into a good 
and profitable mine. At the same time, while we may with very good cause indulge 
in hopes and anticipations of this nature, we must not forget that it is purely a specu- 
lation; but it is a speculation that may prove an exceedingly good one, and I, for one, 
shall de disappointed if we do not succeed in making valuable discoveries there. In 
conclusion, I would move that the directors’ and managers’ reports be adopted, and the 
accounts passed. 

Mr. J. B. Mettapew (of Liverpool), in seconding the motion, said: I visited this 
mine yesterday, and I must say that what I then saw gave me the most favourable im- 
pressions as to our future success here. All the gentlemen who accompanied me can 
bear testimony to the great exertions that have been made by Capt. Kitto to develope 
the mine, and whether it turns out @ success or not, we will have the satisfaction of 
knowing that everything has been done that It is possible todo toensure the prosperity 
of the undertaking. Even if it does not turn out well not much can be lost. A rumour 
has been prevalent gst the sharehold that there was a likelihood that there 
wotld not be sufficient water there to work the mine; it may, therefore, be satisfactory 
to the shareholders to know that there is an abundance of water, so abundant that there 
is plenty running to waste. I saw as much water as would work three or four mines. 

The Cuatrman: Some of the shareholders were afraid that there would not be suffi- 
clent water to work the mine, and that steam-power would have to be provided, bat you 
now have it on the authority of Mr. Melladew that there is an ample supply of water, 
sufficient to work several mines; and that water which is used at the wheel can be 
brought into use at the washing-floors when we find the ores. Of course, if we do not 
find the ore we shall not require the washing-floors. (Laughter.) I am glad to see 
that the Snaefell Company has so many Manx shareholders. I attribute that to the 
enormous success that has attended Snaefell’s mother, as I may term the Great Laxey. 
I sincerely hope that the offspring will prove as prolific as the mother, for the simple 
reason that we have plenty of Manx shareholders in the Snaefell, and I do not like to 
see all the good things going out of the island. (Laughter.) 

The motion as to the adoption of the reports and accounts was then put to the meet- 
ing, and was carried unanimously. 

The CHarrMAN sald that the next business was to vote out two of the five directors, 
those voted out being eligible for re-election.———-Mr, H. B. Nonste said that it was his 
desire to retire from the directory,and he did not intend to offer himself for re-election. 

Mr. Metiapew sald that, in order to save the trouble of voting another director 
out, he would retire from the directory, but he offered himself for re-election.

The result of the election was that Mr. Melladew was unanimously re-elected, and 
that Mr. W. Berry, shipbroker, Douglas, Isle of Man, was elected in place of Mr, Noble. 

The CuarrMan said that on looking round, and observing the vast number of com- 
panies that were being promoted on the Island, he was afraid that the Great Laxey 
would yet have a great deal to answer for. (Laughter.) The extraordinary and bril- 
liant success which bad attended the Great Laxey had been the cause of a great many 
mining companies being started. He wished all of them every success—(hear, hear) 
—but he thought that if they did succeed they would not offer any of the fruits of 
their success to the company whose prosperity had induced them to start; but if they 
failed, the promoters of the new undertakings would say :—‘“ We were induced to start 
our company through the success which attended you ; we have lost our money, and we 
think you should compensate us.” (Laughter.) Such, he thought, would be the outcry 
before long, but he trusted that they wouldall succeed, for he looked upon it as a matter 
of the greatest and most vital importance that the vast mineral wealth of this country 
shonld be developed. (Applause.) He trusted the Snaefell would prove a worthy 
daughter of her prosperous mother, the Great Laxey,and he hoped they would all unite 
in endeavouring to bring about that desirable consummation. (Applauge.).

The bulldings, engines, machinery, plant, &c., both underground 
and at surface. The mortgage contained (as further security to the bank) a covenant 
on the part of the company to pay the whole, net only of their own debt, but also of 
Griffin’s, and also all farther advances which the bank might make to him, ‘and all 
moneys which might come due from him to the bank, without restriction as to the na- 
ture of such advances and debts, and only limiting the total advances to 22,000/.; also 
@ covenant to pay the bank all moneys payable to Griffin under his contracts, without 
setting off anything due from him to the company for calls or otherwise. Mr. Griffin 
entered into similar covenants. The mortgage money was made payable Oct. 23 next. 
The mortgage was registered as a bill of sale, and Griffin drew against it for money ex- 
pended on the works up to the 22,0007. The bankers advanced an additional 2835/. 
against 10002. worth of further security from Griffin, and refused to advance further 
unless 10,0007. were paid off. The contractor then became bankrupt. The bankers 
then claimed 6429/., the amount certified by the engineer, and, failing payment, com- 
menced an action against the company, and obtained a verdict for 2294/., which, with 
700J., was previously paid by the bank in reduction of the mortgage debt. The directors 
immediately petitioned the Stannaries Court to wind-up; but Mr. Wilson, one of the 
directors, returned to England, paid the verdict, and the petition was abandoned. 

The shareholders now appointed acommittee of investigation, Mr. Kimber (one of the 
committee) being of opinion that the mortgage deed was invalid in equity, so far, at all 
events, as it extended to the advances to and debt of Griffin, the committee took the

They discussed with them the position of the company, and 
the seriously damaging effect of the mortgage, locking up, as it did, all the company’s 
property, and for which, as they alleged, the company have had not a penny considera- 
tion, while it has purported to make the company liable not only for 7239/., old debt of 
Griffin’s, but for 65007. more, advanced to him, which, by his contracts, the company 
was not bound to find him—making a total liability of his of about 13,739/., since re- 
duced by the 2994/. paid as before mentioned, to 10,745J,, or thereaboucs, The result of 
the discussions was that, under the circumstances, the committee thought {t desirable 
to treat (without prejudice) with the bankers. The bankers were offered 63272. 13s. 2d., 
which they have refused to accept. The committee consider that the effect of the mort- 
gage is to prejudice the company to the extent of Mr. Griffin’s interest. They say that 
on the question of settling the accounts with him, the result shows that the shares, 
being forfeited, not only are not an item which can be put to his credit, but, in the 
events which have happened, positively are a source of weakness, in having forthe time 
no responsible holders to pay the remaining calls ; a loss in fact of 30 much subscription 
of capital. Unless, therefore, the bankers will accept shares (paid up 2/, 10s.) in pay- 
ment of the deficiency of Mr. Griffin’s debt, say 7729/., the company must either resist 
the enforcement of the mortgage, or come under a permanent loss of 77291., less what- 
ever may remain of the retentions of 5543. (if any) after getting the contract com- 
pleted. Indeed, any benefit which might otherwise be derived from a forfeiture of the 
contract will probably be swept away by the damage and expense caused by the ob- 
struction and delay in the progress of the works.

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Remarxs.—The Metal Market daring the past week has made a decided 
step towards improvement, and has given considerable encouragement to 
those engaged in the metal trade to hope that now a brighter and more 


cheering prospect is about to manifestitself. Orders have been given out 
much more freely, and there is evidently a greater disposition to enter into 
operations, and altogether a much more healthy tone pervades the market. 
It is earnestly to be desired that this favourable state of things may con- 
tinue, and that we shall not again return to the deplorable dulness and in- 
activity which have so long characterised the metal market, but that the 
closing months of the year may be marked by an amount of activity and 
energy which may in some slight measure redeem the year from the un- 
fortunate character which would otherwise attach to it; should these an- 
ticipations be realised, we have no doubt that an advance in the prices of 
most metals would occur, as many of them are now much below the ave- 
rage, and the least incentive towards active operations would be sure to 
stimulate more remunerative prices. We are still, therefore, of opinion 
that the present is avery favourable time for speculative purchases, which 
could now be made very advantageously, and would be sure ere long to 
return a very satisfactory profit. 

Correr.—The demand for this metal has not yet become very active, 
although a little more business has been done prices still continue gene- 
rally firm, though some transactions have occurred under fixed rates.

Tue Mrxerar Resources or Eoyrt.—Ina paper entitled ‘* Remarks 
on the Geology of Parts of the Sinaitic Peninsula,” the Rev. W. Holland 
stated that the Peninsula of Sinai is composed of three great geological 
elements. ‘The first and most extensive is the northern table land of lime- 
stone known as the Desert of Tih. The next clement is the sandstone 
formation, and this is especially interesting, as having formed the great 
minting district of the Egyptians. A few hours south of Mount Sinia ts also a curious 
patch of sandstone, occurring in the midst of the granite district, which has been quar- 
ried for stone for building at the Convent of St. Catherine, The principal Egyptian 
mines were apparently turquolse, and were extensively worked at Serabit-el-Kadim and 
Wady Mogbira. Twenty years ago Major McDonald visited this spot, and succeeded 
in obtaining a large quantity ; the specimens produced were of his discovery. The au- 
thor was also of opinion that copper did not exist on this peninsula, although Dr. Stanley 
speaks of * the copper mines of Serabit-el-Kadim and Wady Mughfra.” It wouid ap- 
pear, however, that the hematite fron which abounds here and in Wady Mokatteb, was 
worked by the Egyptians,and perhaps by an earlier race, for bted stone h 
end flint instruments are frequently found. Large quantities of crystallised rock salt 
exist. But though no traces of copper exist at the above-mentioned spots, there is un- 
doubtedly copper in the peninsula, as a year and a half ago an Arad appeared with a 
camel load of stone, which costained apparently a very large amount of copper, but 
owing to some mistake the man was allowed to leave without questioning. Major 
McDonald has also found a large heap of copper slag, which, if in a less remote region, 
might be re-smelted with profit. The granite formation is the next element, and in- 
cludes the greater part of the peninsula. The granite mountains are frequently seamed 
from top to bottom with veins of porphyry and basalt, and present a peculiar striped 
appearance, which adds much to the beauty of the country ; but they are destitute of 
metal ores. Dr. Wilson speaks of finding the sides of a mountain on the east of Wady 
Mokatteb peeled and excavated to a great extent; but the author of this paper states 
that he searched several times for this mountain without suecess, and Major McDonald 
thinks that the gentleman must have mistaken the Arab charcoal furnaces for ancient 
smelting places, Specimens of iron ore were also obtained from the Arabs, Many of 
the granite mountains between Serabit-el-Kadim and West Maghfira are capped by a 
stratum of sandstone of considerable depth, and in all cases it is perfectly horizontal, 
showing that it was deposited after the upheaval of the igneous rocks; an additional 
proof of this was the apparent absence of any change in the naiure both of the limestone 
and sandstone rocks at the juncture with the granite. The author also alluded to the 
boiling sulphur springs and bot caves of Jebel Hammam and the tepid springs at Tor, 
a@ dastated that the heat of the latter springs had been much exaggerated, for fish were 
to be seen swimming within a few yards of the fountain head. 








LiaBILity UPON CHEQUES OBTAINED BY Fravp.—Where a person, by 
means of a false pretence, or promise which he does not fulfl, procures another to give 
him a cheque in favour of a third person, to whom he pays it, and who receives it bona 
Ade for vaiue, the person who gives the cheque remains liable upon it—for the drawing 
of a cheque prima facie imports value and liability—and the drawer can only relieve 
himself from his lability to pay the person who has received the cheque by showing 
that he {s not the holder for value, or that he received it with notice of the fraud, or 
otherwise not bona fide, This was the holding of the Court of Exchequer Chambers 
in the case of Watson v. Russell. 


Derecation or AvutHority.—Pablic officers cannot delegate their 
powers, and, therefore, a third person, though acting with their license and permission, 
and under the superintendence of their surveyor, cannot justify himself for acts creating 
@ public nuisance, although the acts so done are within their statutory powers, and 
‘would be legalised if done by themselves. This was holding of the Court of Queen’s 
Bench, in the action Head v. Bush, brought to recover compensation for an action caused 
by an alteration in the level of a footway made by the defendant in the course of paving 
it. The defendant pleaded tn justification that the work done by him was so done 
without any negligence on his part, and with the license and permission of the District 
Metropolitan Board of Works, under the superintendence of their surveyor, and in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the Act 18 and 19 Vict., cap. 120. The Lord Chief 
Justice said the discretion given by the Act is one confided toa public body for public 
purposes, and cannot be delegated.

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ON COAL MINING IN CHINA. 


One of the few countries which European geologists have not been able 
thoroughly to explore is China. We have derived from adventurous tra- 
vellers and from Chinese historians some general idea of the geological 
character of the Celestial Empire; but, except upon the seaboard, in the 
tea districts, and in the neighbourhood of towns open to foreign commerce, 
scientific Europeans have had few opportunities of minute and accurate in- 
vestigation. We read that the Chinese were in the habit of burning coal 
as fuel a couple of centuries before the Christian era, and there is every 
reason to believe that the country contains extensive coal beds; but until 
the other day we were, comparatively speaking, ignorant of their extent 
and value, and knew very little about the way in which the mineral is 
extracted and consumed. But an addition has just been made to our 
scanty stock of information on this subject. It is derived from a paper 
sent by Mr. Mossman, a journalist lately resident in the ‘‘ Flowery Land,” 
to his friend Mr. T. Y. Hall, of Newcastle-on-Tyne, and by that gentleman 
communicated to the recent meeting of Mining Engineers at Birmingham. 
The writer travelled through the chief provinces of the Chinese empire, 
and he gives Mr. Hall the result of his personal observations and enquiry 
into the coal resources and mining industry of that ancient and far distant 
country. So far, Mr. Mossman assures us his statements may be relied 
on, but the accuracy of the figures with which he estimates the extraction 
of coal is not guaranteed, for among a people so ill disposed to be com- 
municative with foreigners only very imperfect data can be obtained on 
which to found an estimate. 

It appears that in the history of the famous Han dynasty, which suc- 
ceded the race of Tsin about the year B.c. 201, and lasted till 184 years 
after Christ, mention is made of black stones being used as fuel by the in- 
habitants of the province of Kiang-see. There can be no question that 
these black stones were coal, and we are, therefore, forced to yield to the 
Chinese the merit of being the first to discover the utility of that mineral, 
as well as the art of printing, the composition of gunpowder, the properties 
of the magnetic needle, and the method of manufacturing silk and porcelain. 
In the seventh century Chinese coal had become an article of local com- 
merce, and Marco Polo, the first European who visited China Proper 
(tempus A.D. 1275), informs us that the coal was ‘‘ cut from the mountains 
in veins,” and that it “ burned like logs.” 

But although the Chinese were the first to discover the use of coal as 
a fuel, they have been very slow in adapting it to manufacturing purposes. 
Wood and charcoal seem to have been preferred, and this Mr. Mossman 
attributes to the cost of working coal, the inferior quality of the mineral 
obtained from surface operations, and the inability of the Chinese to over- 
come the fire-damp and flooding which met them when they attempted to 
work the lower seams. ‘Then, again, the adits go a long way into the 
mountains, and the labour and leadage become costly, in consequence of 
the distance, so that coalis dearin China. ‘The price of coal at the pit’s- 
mouth in the province of Che-kiang is, in English money, 17. 5s. 8d. per 
ton, and at that figure, of course, wood successfully competes with it. 
Even the miners themselves prefer to burn the shrabs and grass of the 
mountains as fuel rather than coal. In the whole empire, containing 
416 millions of inhabitants, there is not a stove or fire-place specially used 
for warming the body. There is no fire in the Chinese family but the 
cooking fire, and this is more often than otherwise fed by shrubs and grass 
and anything that will burn rather than coal. In the northern parts of 
the country, where wood is scarce and the cold intense, the natives wear 
extra clothing—padded with cotton or lined with far,—preferring to wear 
their money on their backs to sending it up into the air in the form of smoke. 

In the mountain ranges of the provinces of Che-kiang and Kiang-see, 
adjoining the province in which Shanghai is situated, coal is found plenti- 
fully, Che-kiang produces annually about 80,000 tons, and Kiang-see 
about 190,000 tons. The deposits are of considerable extent, and the 
qualities include Cannel, slatey, bituminous, and anthracite. The anthracite 
is most in demand at Shanghai, where the price is about 27. 10s. per ton. 
It is very compact, occasionally irridescent; its specific gravity is 1:34, and 
it burns intensely with a small blue flame, leaving a reddish ash behind. 
The demand at Shanghai comes chiefly from the manufacturers of brass 
and nickel tobacco pipes. 

On the eastern slopes of the Wook-wei mountains, in the district of 
Kew-chow, about 130 miles south-west of Ningpo, is quite an extensive 
coal field. ‘These mountains furnish the celebrated porcelain clay, and the 
farnaces at Kingteh-chin, which is the chief seat of the porcelain manu- 
facture, are heated by the mineral. The variety most in repute at this

In order to obtain the degree, it is necessary to matriculate, and then pass two exami- 
nations for the degree of Bachelor of Science, before one can be admitted to the exami- 
nation for the degree of Doctor of Science. This degree cannot be obtained in less than 
four years after passing the matriculation examination. We may add that four out of 
the six gentlemen who have got the degree of Doctor of Science were students at the 
School of Mines in Jermyn-street.

Che-kiang is situated on the eastern seaboard, and Kiang-see on the 
inland frontier, and the coal measures become richer as they approach 
the interior. The largest coal mines, and the best quality of manufactur- 
| ing coal, are, consequently found in the central province of Hoonan. 

*“* Kwang-coal,” which is most in demand of the Hoonan varieties, is the 
| best anthracite, nearly equal to the anthracite of America. It is used 
‘almost entirely for smelting iron, and in the manufacture of iron and 
brass goods. Amongst the manufactures is a cast-iron boiler for cooking, 
of a fineness and thinness that Birmingham has failed to equal. This is 
attributed to the high carbonaceous properties of the coal, which impart a 
texture to the iron approaching to steel, and finer than the best puddled

The northern provinces of Shan-see, Pe-che-lee, and Shing-king eae 
tain extensive deposits of coal, from which the Chinese capital, Pekin, ig 
supplied. Some of the mines are of great antiquity. Chinese 
nists relate that in one of the mines in Shing-king is the furnace when 
Nioo-kwa fused stones to repair holes in the heavens, the legend being 
founded on appearences which indicate that the coal has at some 
period caught fire. The principal mines are from 20 to 100 miles from 
Pekin, to which city the produce is brought on the backs of ponies, mules, 
and camels. Mr. Mossman describes a visit to one of these mines in the 
following manner:— 

“* At the pit’s-mouth is a coai-yard, where smal! heaps are collected and streaked e 
dribbled over with whitewash, to mark whether anyone takes a portion away, * ve 
At the entrance to the pit a large codl fire is kept burning, in order to Ventllate the 
mine, like the upcast-shafts here. And 80, also, the miners furnish the visitor with an 
old Chinese skuil-cup and suit of coaley clothes to descend into the mine, While they 
slip the string of a lamp over his head, and when ready to go below he looks the ext 
picture of a Lancashire or Newcastle miner. Then he follows his guide, d 
back wards, down the pit, and through a thick stratum of rock, at an angle of 45°~the 
top and sides being loose and soft, requiring to be propped up with timber. At every 
15 feet or so the shaft twists in a spiral direction through the rock, and terminates ¢ 
about 120 long strides, where the stratification is a kind of blue compact limeston, 
Here is a gallery, narrow and wet, running along the surface of the coal, which in this 
seam is considered inferior to the lower one. A trap-door opens into another paseap, 
which the guide states is to divert thecurrent of alr from one gallery toanother. Dow 
this the visitor descends some thirty strides, where a series of adit levels branch 
and left into the seam, where the miners are at work with small pick-axes, lying on 
their sides. Without much care in picking out the shale, a long basket on wooden 
skids, containing about 25 lds. weight, ts filled,and dragged away by a boy with a rope.

up the spiral shaft painfully and laboriously.” 

This coal resembles ordinary household coal more than any other found 
in China. It is used in the Pekin tea-houses, and in the kitchens of the 
wealthy Mandarins, and the Tartar population of the capital seem to hare 
less antipathy to its use for culinary purposes than the pure Chinese, 

The annual production of the northern provinces may be estimated

The adjourned meeting of the Sambre Rolling Works Company was | 
not able to come to any decision as to the resolutions to.be taken with re- 
gard to the future of the enterprise. After a warm discussion, a commis- 
sion of three persons was appointed to make a fresh enquiry into the pre- 
gent state of affairs, This duty devolved by secret scrutiny on MM. Lebeau, Lebon, and 
Decamps. A fresh meeting will be convoked to receive a report from this commission, 
to determine on propositions which will be submitted, and on the resignations of two of 
the directors, MM. Goret and Detilleux. A royal Belgian decree has approved the 
gtatates of a new Franco- Belgian company, with a proposed capital of 400,000/., of which 
5000 shares are at present subscribed for. The undertaking assumes the name of the 
General Water-pipe Company, and its office is at Lidge. The company, which has ex- 
{sted already some time, under the name of the Société des Vennes, has its metallurgical 
works partly in France and partly in Belgium. Its object is the supply of water and 
gas-pipes, which it proposes to establish either on its own account or for that of towns 
and private individuals. The company specially devotes itself, in fact, to the manufac- 
tare of cast-iron pipes and hydraulic machinery. It is already concessionnaire for 60 
years of the sale of water in the suburbs of Paris, and it proposes, with the help of com- 
pinations of credit to assist communes, the resources of which are limited, in the esta- 
plishment and distribution of water for drinking purposes. 

With regard to other Belgian matters, we may note that the Rolling 
Works Company of the Centre, at La Louvicre, has just obtained autho- 
rity to construct a line of railway to connect its establishment with the La 
Louvitre Station, The situation of the Belgian coal trade is most satis- 
factory in the different basins, At Lidge prices remain firm, and notwithstanding an 
insufficlency of labour, the extraction will be in excess this year of that of 1864. A rise 
in wages, occasioned by the want of labour, will, however, reduce the profits of the col- 
Herles, From Charleroi and the Centre, the advices received are also favourable. At 
Mons it is the same; in fact, it is a long time since business in the basin was in so good 
a state; orders are very namerous, prices are rising, and the deliveries by railway are 
very active; if itis not the same with the trade by wuter, it is because of the scarcity 
of doats and the high rates of freight. There have not been wanting prudent individuals 
who have suggested that it would be well to proceed with care and moderation in the 
establishment of new worksin Belgium. Others have rejoined that to counsel prudence 
was to advocate in effect a retrograde policy, not to wish well to progress, to leave Bel- 
glan siderurgy to languish in a stationary position, to leave the field free to the English, 
before whom Belgium ought to march in advance, to deny the industr!al power of Bel- 
giam, to prevent the development of wealth, &c. The Union de Charleroi appears, 
however, to incline in favour of prudence. This journal observes :—* In several rolling- 
mills it is considered desirable to light a greater number of blast-furnaces, but workmen 
are wanted, ard any increase in production {is thus forcibly checked. New rolling-milis 
are being constructed, but it will soon be practicable to form the necessary staff of work- 
men only by the offer of higher wages. With an advance of wages Belgium will lose 
that advantage of superior cheapness of labour which has enabled it to struggle against 
similar industry in England, as this economy compensated in part for the much higher 
price of our coal. Our soil is not so rich in metals and combustibles as that of England; 
we cannot deny it. We had a relatively more abundant population for the working and 
utilisation of our already old mines; but the want of workmen will now have fata! con- 
sequences for forging industry, unless they can be removed.”

(secretary to the Miners’ Association) was appointed to attend it on behalf 
of the miners of Scotland. The meeting was then adjourned till Monday, 
October 2, at 12 o’clock noon. 

A meeting of miners is to be held in the City Hall here on an early 
day for the purpose of considering “the conduct of Inspectors of Mines in 
permitting flagrant violations of the Mines Inspection Act,” and of ‘‘ me- 
morialising the Home Secretary on the subject.” It would seem that some 
of the Government Inspectors in districts not remote from where I now 
write have given grave offence to the miners, or their secretary, for having 
partaken of the hospitality of pitowners in their districts, after having 
undergone a descent into the mines for purposes of inspection. To be 
guilty of entering the house of a proprietor for purposes of ablution, or to 
be refreshed by a cup of cold water, in districts notoriously void of public 
accommodation of this kind, seems to be an unpardonable offence with 
pitmen, and especially so with their secretaries. Inthe estimation of some 
of these worthies, an inspector is only doing his duty aright when he is at 
* loggerheads ” with every mine owner in his district. What shall come 
out of this “‘ mountain in labour ” is not difficult to foresee. 

The shipbuilding and engineering works of M‘Millan, Bay of Quick, 
Greenock, are reported to have passed into the hands of a new company. 

Another Railway Signal, patented by Mr. John Anderson, assistant ge- 
neral manager on the Edinburgh and Glasgow division of the North Brit- 
ish Railway line, was tried last week, and its simplicity and efficacy eli- 
cited the high commendation of all those who had an opportunity of 
inspecting it in operation. When the train comes into proximity with 
danger, a powerful gong bell sounds an alarm, so loud and distinct that 
all in the train are apprised that caution is necessary. All travellers by 
rail are acquainted with the fixed danger signals at present.in use. This 
new invention is not intended to supersede these, but to be wrought on a 
similar principle, and by an extension of the chain or wire from the sta- 
tion to a signal-post at a greater distance from the station-house. Sup- 
pose the chain to extend, say 600 yards, on pulleys along the line, at its 
terminal point is affixed an arched piece of wood, which may be placed 
either inside or outside the rails. When the danger-signal on the line fs at rest this 
piece of wood remains in such a position that it is not interfered with by a passing 
train, but immediately the signal is put in operation the arch is so moved that it must 
be acted upon by the coming train. The arch is passed over by a lever arm depending 
from the front of the engine, guard-vap, or tender, and a gong-bell is set in motion, the 
action of which may be prolonged for any length of time, and may also be arranged so 
as to register tho fact that an alarm has been given. This bell rings out a warning 
sound sufficient, we should say, to awaken any official out of the very brownest stady 
into which he may incautiously have fallen, and affords him ample time to stop the 
train before reaching the point of danger. Such is the very simple mechanism of Mr. 
Anderson’s signal, and if it should be found to work well, it will prove of very great 
value in diminishing the chances of railway accidents. If continuous signals were 
adopted, as is proposed, they would prove useful in case of a train running off the line or 
suddenly breaking down, as it would only be necessary for the guard to run to the nearest 
handle and shift the arch half a mile behind him in order to protect his train. It is 
also suggested to place at each station, in a prominent position, so as to be readily seen 
by the drivers of passing trains, a clock-face, intimating when and what description of 
train passed last in the same direction. This clock would likewise inform all persons 
engaged in the working of the station when the last train passed, and they could then, 
without trusting to memory alone, judge whether another might safely follow.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Sept. 21.—The Iron Trade in both divisions of this county continues 
steadily active. The extraordinary heat of the weather considerably di- 
minishes the make, and we have to wait for a reduction of the tempera- 
ture before we can be quite sure that the demand will suffice, during the 
winter, to keep all the works fully employed. At present, however, orders 
are rather accumulating for finished iron, and the prospect is satisfactory. 
Orders for the United States dribble in slowly, and at present no distinct 
signs of an active demand for that market appear. Pig-Iron is firm, and 
an advance of 2s, 6d. per ton on the rates accepted two months ago is ac- 
ceded to by buyers. Best hot-blast mine pigs are quoted 3/. 15s. to 
31. 178. 6d. The failure of Messrs. Jones and Queggin, shipbuilders, on 
the Mersey, involves, it is understood, at least two North Staffordshire 
houses rather heavily. Mr. Bessemer’s firm is also stated to be a large 
creditor. The Hardware Trades continue rather quiet, though with a 
tendency to improvement. The works engaged in the manufacture of 
railway plant are well employed, and in most branches there is a mode- 
rate trade doing. 

In last week’s letter reference was made to discussions at the meeting 
of the British Association on the question of the existence under the 
Permian formation of seams of coal of such valae and at such depths as 
would make their extraction commercially advantageous. On Thursday, 
excursions to various parts of South Staffordshire occupied the attention 
of many of the members of the Association. Conspicuous amongst these 
was a visit to Dudley, where the vast limestone caverns of the Earl of 
Dudley were lighted up for inspection. The President (Prof. Phillips) 
introduced Sir Roderick Murchison under the title once given him at 
Dudley by the Bishop of Oxford, as “ King of the Silurians,” and Sir 
Roderick, in the heart of his dominions, discoursed on their wonders. He 
again touched on the great question of the existence of coal at workable 
depths beyond the present range of the coal fields, and expressed consi- 
derable confidence in the success of experiments conducted with the ne- 
cessary prudence and perseverance. 

One party visited Wednesbury, where they inspected the works of the 
Patent Shaft and Axle- Tree Company, of Messrs, Lloyds, Fosters, and Co., 
both of which are employed in the production of railway work, and the 
works of Messrs. Russell. At Messrs. Lloyds, Fosters, and Co. the Bes- 
semer process is carried on for converting iron into steel. This was most 
interesting to the visitors, the more so as Mr. Bessemer was there to ex- 
plain the processes, and to answer every question. Some very remarkable 
facts were stated, showing the extraordinary difference between the wear 
of Bessemer steel and iron when used for rails, axles, tyres, &c. Its 
adoption is progressing rapidly. The company were informed that there 
were 17 works in this country now, which, with Bessemer’s patent, are 
making 15 times more steel than was made in Great Britain at the time 
of Mr. Bessemer’s invention. Twenty works on the Continent and in 
America are also using the patent. There are two works in the United 
States, and one at Bengal. Russia, Austria, France, and Italy are also 
making Bessemer steel. Its adaptation is but in its infancy. In iron 
shipbuilding its strength and lightness are shown by two vessels that are 
about to be placed on the Liverpool and Dublin line of service, which will 
carry 250 tons more cargo than vessels of the same register constructed of 
iron. The visitors regarded Mr. Bessemer as a great benefactor to trade, 
commerce, and mankind, and cheered him heartily and frequently during 
the progress of the conversion above narrated.

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM, 


Serr. 21.—The Coal and other trades here continue very good, and 
there is no lack of employment for artizans, mechanics, miners, and, in- 
deed, for every class of workmen—in fact, such times for men can hardly 
be recollected, as the demand is certainly likely to exceed the supply, and, 
therefore, wages are increasing in many branches. A report is in circu- 
lation that indications of coal have recently been met with in Cleveland, 
especially near Staithes. These indications only confirm the opinions long 
held by eminent engineers in the North, that the coal measures underlie 
the Cleveland iron ore beds, but whether good workable seams, at a con- 
venient depth, may be found there 1s, of course, a problem to be solved; 
at the same time it is of such vast importance that the subject will, no 
doubt, receive every attention, and any favourable indications will lead by 
degrees to decisive trials being made. 

A new Tunnelling Machine is in course of construction at Messrs, 
Hawks’s Works, at Gateshead, somewhat similar in construction to the 
one formerly tried at the Claxtons Quarry, Gateshead, and subsequently 
sent out to the Alps Tunnel. The new machine is, however, much im- 
proved, the experience gained in the former trials having suggested many 
alterations and improvements. The former machine was worked by 
steam-power, and this was a great drawback when the machine pro- 
gressed some distance into the tunnel, as the heat became excessive at the 
face of the work. The new machine is, therefore, to be worked by means 
of compressed air, which will entirely obviate this, and, indeed, ventilate 
the tunnel effectually. The mode of working is to be similar—that is, by 
means of a circular rim or disc 6 feet in diameter, armed with steel cut- 
ting chisels. The former machine made an excavation 8 feet in diameter, 
the new one is, therefore, less ambitious, and will have a better chance of 
success. When completed it is to be taken to Dublin, where it is to be 
used for the purpose of driving a tunnel for the conveyance of water. 

A remarkable discovery has been made near Ryhope, Sunderland. 
Some workmen have been blasting rock for the purpose of house building 
at Ryhope Colliery, and in their progress downwards a cave was met with, 
containing human remains, and also the bones of animals of various kinds, 
such as foxes, badgers, &c. The cave was 20 feet from the surface, and 
30 feet from the face of the rock; the mouth of the cave had evidently 
been at some date on the face of the rock towards the sea, but this had 
become silted up at a remote date. Three of the human skulls, one of 
which is very perfect, have been preserved, and the occurrence will lead 
to some speculation as to the age and tribe they are to be assigned to. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Sept. 21.—The Iron Market has varied but little since last week’s re- 
sm and the makers continue well off for orders. ‘The hot weather has 
essened the make considerably, and this fact, coupled with the compara- 
tively low stocks and the good demand, keeps the trade in a healthy and 
satisfactory state. The latest intelligence from America gives a most un- 
favourable account of the iron trade in that country, yet, in the face of all 
this, orders are still being sent over, and the confidence of the local iron- 
masters in an increased enquiry from the States is in no way diminished, 
As stated last week, Russia has become a large customer for railway iron, 
and is likely to continue so for many years to come, as the railway sys- 
tem of that vast empire is as yet in its infancy. ‘The same may e said 
of Sweden, and Italy is also pushing on her railways, and South Wales 
has hitherto had the lion’s share of the contracts. As regards the Eastern 
trade, it is generally agreed that it will take some time to re-establish confi- 
dence and to increase the shipments to what they were formerly. Home 
requirements are pretty good, and, although there are no extensive con- 
tracts in the market, yet there is a steady demand. In pig-iron transac- 
tions have been considerable of late, and prices tend upwards. ‘The repairs 
and extensions at the Hirwain Iron and Coal Company’s works are being 
carried out with vigour, and the company will soon be a large producer of 
iron; and in a few months the total get of coal is expected to be 500 to 
600 tons per diem. The Aberdare Iron Company will shortly blow-in 
the farnace which has been under repair at Llwydcoed, and theirnew power- 
ful blast-engine will, probably, be started at the same time. 
The steam coal collieries are better employed than for some time past, 
and the exports have been above the average during the past fortnight. 
The continental enquiry has improved, and the mail packet companies are 
taking a greater quantity than usual for their foreign stations. ‘The home 
demand is buoyant. New collieries are being rapidly opened up in the 
Rhondda Valley, and the output of coal from this locality will be some- 
thing enormous in two or three years’ time. Messrs, Simpson and Co., 
who have been working the Abergorky vein for some time by level, are 
now engaged in sinking two shafts to the measures below, and there are 
several other parties sinking in different parts of the valley. In the house 
coal trade the coasting demand keeps up, and as the cold weather sets in ° 
there is no doubt the local sale will be considerable. 
Nearly all the tin-plate works are on full time, and orders are coming 
in pretty freely. The last advance, of 1s. per box, is strictly adhered to by 
the principal makers. The Ponthier Works are at a standstill, owing to the 
difficulty as regards the Caerleon tramway, and the proprietors have seized” 
the opportunity for effecting certain repairs. It is believed the works will 
again start in a few weeks. The Messrs. Conway are making arrange- 
ments for vigorous working at Pontnewydd, and a number of additional 
hands are advertised for. 
Tue Essw Vate Company (Limited).—It has surprised many to find 
the Ebbw Vale shares quoted at a discount in the market. ‘The last di- 
vidend was at the rate of 10} per cent. per annum, and this, it is argued, 
ought to place the shares at a premium, more especially as the reserve fund is large. 
The explanation is this, that only 157. has yet been paid on the 50/. shares, and the in- 
vesting public, no doubt, look at the large increase of paid-up capital that mast eventu- 
ally participate in the dividend, and to a very natura! fear that the present comparative 
prosperity of the fron trade may not, probably, last for many years. If the Ebbw Vale 
shareholders had divided at the rate of 5 per cent. at their last meeting, and appropriated 
& portion of the balance towards paying the old proprietors, instead of making calls for 
that purpose, it is not improbable that the shares would have stood better in the market. 
This could be done on the principle of lending revenue to capital,and in future years 
the amount transferred could be gradually replaced again to revenue, which would, an- 
questionably, be a far better course than to permanently increase the capital. It may 


be added that within the last fortnight the shares have improved from 2 discount to from 
3% to 1 discount.

REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, asp LANCASHIRF.- 


Supt. 31.—Every week affords additional proot of the growing steadi- 
ness of the Iron Trade, and both merchants and manufacturers agree that 
& very active and satisfactory trade will be done during the winter. The 
markets are well attended, and there is an increased firmness manifested 
for all descriptions of manufactured iron. Bars, hoops, and sheets are in 

demand, and many houses are quite full of orders. The export of 
iron to the United States is still on the increase, and, judging from the 
reports received from America, it is not likely there will be any diminu- 
tion in the trade to that part of the world. ‘There has been a firmness in 
the pig-iron market, and puddled bars are much in request. The Coal 
Trade, considering the unusually fine and open weather, is remarkably ac- 
tive, particularly at most of the large works. The enquiry for steam coal 
for locomotives and marine engines is very brisk, and it is with great diffi- 
culty that all orders can be supplied. ‘I'he consumption of house coal has 
not materially decreased, though the hot weather has slightly lessened the 
enquiry for the provinces. ‘The cotton and woollen trades have improved, 
and in the Lancashire district there has been a steady Increase in the demand for engine 
coal, There is much difficulty in keeping the colllers at work, and so annoyed have se- 
veral proprietors become at the continued neglect that of late in Derbyshire great num- 
bers of men have been taken before the magistrates and fined and imprisoned for such 
neglect. The secret working of the army of trade unionists is prodacing a very bane- 
ful effect upon the minds of the working colliers, At the present time the mining dis- 
tricts are marked out into sections, and delegates are apportionedtoeach. Their system 
of operation is to meet the colliers as they are returning from the pay-office, and solicit 
ald for the Union, They are particularly careful in not coming upon the company’s 
ground, because they know that legal measures would be taken to suppress such a@ prac- 
tice, To make sure that they have not overlooked any of the men, the delegates visit 
the public-houses, and in such places they accomplish their object. They are wily on 
the tongue, and they know to a nicety what point to pitch. The effect of this, as we 
have said, is baneful, and it is frequently the cause of men taking liberties with the 
terms of theirengagements. It also opens a breach between the masters and workmen, 
particularly so if any of them have to pay the legal penalty of their neglect. 

About a year ago it was announced that, in boring near the base of the 
Hambleton Hills, a seam of coal had been met with, of fair quality. Since 
then the formation of the Gothland Deviation Railway showed the exist- 
ence of a thin seam of coal in that district. ‘These indications have led to 
further examinations, and it is asserted that indications of coal underlying Cleveland 
have been met with, especially near Staiths, It is singular, too, that among the family 
papers of Lord Downe an old lease of part of the estate of Sessay to a coal company has 
been found. The working does not appear to have ever commenced; but it is now 
stated that the coal near Sessay Is again leased toa Newcastle firm, and that a com- 
mencement will ere long be made, It is further stated that search for the mineral is 
being made on other estates. é : 

At the enquiry into the death of the eight men and boys who were killed 
by the breaking of the rope at the Arley Mine, it appeared that Mr. Higson, the Go- 
vernment Inspector, had visited the colllery a few days before the accident, and had 
expressed an opinion that the angle of inclination of the cone of the winding-drum was 
too acute, and the proprictors agreed to alter it. Steps had actually been taken to carry 
out the recommendation, but, unfortunately, not in time to prevent the deplorable ca- 
tastrophe. A verdict of “ Accidental Death” was returned, it being understood that 
the men would not be allowed to work again until the alteration in the position of the 
drum, as suggested by the Inspector, had been made, This lamentable accident Is 
creating atiention amongst the operative miners,and we hear that a movement will 
shortly be started for memorialising coalmasters to adopt some kind of safety-cage ap- 
paratus, with the view to effectually avert a recurrence of similar casualties. There are 
several inventions in use, and it would be easy to appoint a scientific committee to re- 
port upon the best, and not the cheapest, apparatus. In Mr. Morton’s report upon the 
Yorkshire collieries for 1864, he shows that the mortality has slightly increased, but he 
also shows that since the passing of the Mines Inspection Act the rate of mortality 
throughout other districts bas lessened. 

There is a dullness pervading all Jead mining enterprises in Derbyshire, and the 
quoted Share List shows a deplorable state of quotations. In banks, railways, gas and 
water, the transactions have been firm, and in water shares, the same company which 
‘was made responsible for the bursting of the reservoir, there aro few, if any, sellers. 
The y have obtained a new Act which enabled them to charge 25 per cent. extra, 
and now that this increase has come into actual operation the effect upon the shares 
has been something astonishing. 











Limerauity or A State Quarry Proprretor.—Mr. George Alfred 
Walker, Ynysfaig, the much-respected proprietor of the Henddol Slate 
Quarry, Liwyngwril, very kindly treated all his workmen to the National 
Eisteddfod, held at Aberystwyth. This is, we believe, a circumstance 
unparalleled in slate quarrying, and Mr. Walker deserves great praise for 
his liberal example; and we hope other quarry proprietors will ‘‘ go and do 
likewise.” We may further add that Mr. Walker has been the instrument 
of improving the health of his countrymen to a very great degree, and as 
he is likely to be highly prosperous in quarrying, and have a great number 
of men working, we can safely affirm, that understanding the laws of health 
as he does, he will provide comforts for his workmen, such as convenient 
houses, &c., that other quarry proprietors would do well to imitate. 





Gun-Corron IN THE AmerIcAN Mines.—The application of Messrs, 
Prentice’s (Stowmarket) gun-cotton is becoming very general in the mines 
of California and Nevada, the greatest satisfaction being expressed with 
regard to itin every instance in which it has been employed. At the New 
Almaden Qaicksilver Mines it bas been largely used, and Mr. C. E. Hawley, the chief 
engineer, reports that the gangue rock of the Almaden vein is very hard magnesian 
limestone, in many places worth $30 per foot (lineal) to work in ordinary drifts of 6 ft. 
by 5 ft. In other parts of the mine the rock is partially decomposed and easy to work. 
To his surprise, the miners in soft rock were more desirous than any others of asing gun- 
cotton. He considers that the most valuable quality it possesses for their use is its free- 
dom from smoke. This vein is extremely irregular, and its workings of great extent. 
Good ventilation cannot be maintained every where, and some of the richest “ labores” 
in the mines are now seriously delayed by the smoke of blasting powder. The perfect 
freedom from smoke of the gun-cotton would warrant the using a limited quantity at 
considerably greater cost than powder.

PUDDLING IRON BY MACHINERY. 


The discussion which followed the reading of the paper on this subject, 
by Mr. Henry Bennett, of the Wombridge Ironworks, before the Institu- 
tion of Mechanical Engineers, was particularly interesting, and, as the 
details of the invention have already been published in the Journal, we 
subjoin an abstract of it. In the manufacture of wrought-iron from the 
crude pig-iron, the purifying of the metal by the process of puddling in- 
volves very heavy and long continuous hand-labour, since the metal, after 
being melted in the puddling-farnace, has to be continuously stirred for a | 
considerable time whilst boiling, in order to expose it thoroughly to the 
action of the current of air passing through the furnace, so as to effect the | 
chemical changes required for the separation and removal of the impu- 
rities originally combined with the iron. The metal has then to be balled | 
up into separate masses of about } cwt. each for the shingling hammer; | 
and the whole process extends over about an hour from the time of melt- | 
ing the pig-iron for each heat, of which six are worked in the day. The 
application of machinery to puddling has long been felt to be very desir- ; 
able, on account of the laborious nature of the process, owing to the con- 

tinuous heavy work required and the great heat to which the men are 

exposed; and the simple mechanical character of the greater portion of 

the process, which consists in merely a continuous uniform stirring of the 

material, renders it very suitable in that respect for the application of ma- 

chinery. But the high temperature of the furnace, and the necessity for 

not interfering with the current of air passing through it, which has to be 

regulated and changed as the process advances, cause great practical dif- 

ficulties in successfully carrying out the application of machinery in place 

of hand labour. Many attempts have been made to accomplish puddling 

by machinery. A rotary furnace has been tried, having the portion con- 

taining the melted iron made to revolve by machinery horizontally upon 

a vertical axis, with a scraper pluced across it for stirring the metal as it 

revolved, the object being to effect the entire operation by machinery; but 

the practical difficulties in keeping such a machine at work, and obtaining 

the proper result in the process were found too great to be surmounted. 

Various attempts have also been made to produce an action similar to that 

of the hand puddling process, by means of machinery more or less com- 

plicated; but it is important that any apparatus for the purpose should be 

simple in construction, and not liable to get out of order under the rough 

usage of the men by whom it has tobe worked. The object ot Mr. Bennett 

in his invention has been to adhere as closely as possible to the ordinary 

course of hand puddling, and toemploy machinery simply to aid the pud- 

dler by relieving him of the most laborious part of the wark—namely, the 

stirring or working of the metal in the puddling-furnace. At the same 

time the objects aimed at have been, by a more rapid and uninterrupted 

process of stirring the metal, to shorten the time of the puddling, thereby. 

economising fuel; to improve the quality of the iron, by rendering the 

process more uniform and perfect than with hand labour; and to increase 

the yield of the furnace, by working larger charges than could be both 

puddled and balled up at one heat by hand labour alone. 

The absence of Mr. Bennett was compensated for by the attendance of 
his manager, Mr. Fisher, who is as well acquainted with the details and 
merits of the invention as the inventor himself. Mr. P. Barker said that 

they had two of the puddling-machines described at work at the Old Park 

Ironworks during the past two months, with very satisfactory results. 

The machines worked 5 cwts. of iron at each charge, instead of 4 cwts. 
previously worked by hand, and with the same amount of fuel; they had 
been worked only in the day at present, as there had been no occasion yet 

to work them constantly both night and day. As far as the work done 
was concerned, the present machine had been found very good indeed; 
but he thought the construction was rather complicated, and hardly strong 
enough to stand the rough usage that any machinery must be expected to 

meet with in connection with the operation of puddling. He had recently 
seen also a puddling-machine at Mr. Eastwood’s works at Derby, which 
worked an ordinary rabble in a somewhat similar manner, and thought 
that machine appeared to have a superiority in respect of strength and du- 
rability. Mr. W. Fisher replied that the puddling-machines had now 
been at work constantly during the day for the last six months at the Wom- 
bridge Ironworks, and continued to work as well now as they did when 
they were first started; and there had been no occasion to repair any of 
the working parts since then, as the machines had been found very 

simple and strong. A man went round twice aday, and put a little oil on 
morning and evening; and they could be worked night and day when de- 
sired. At first there had been a little difficulty in introducing the ma- 
chine, bnt now the men felt its advantage, and were anxious to have it 
employed on night work also. The six months’ experience had shown 
that 5 ewts. of iron were puddled by it in the time that a man would take 
to puddle 4 cwts.; and it was also found that the machine made a great 
improvement in the quality of the iron. ‘This was accounted for by the 
fact that, while in hand puddling there was the liability of the underhands 
frequently neglecting their work, the machine went steadily on, working 
the tool constantly to and fro in the furnace without any intermission, and 
kept the iron well stirred during the whole time that the work was required 
to be put into it. The consequence was that very seldom was a bit of raw 
iron seen from the puddling-furnace worked by the machine, and the pud- 
dled bars were very seldom found to break off short in the rolling, unless 
the iron were a little too hot. In the heavy operation of puddling it was 
impossible for any puddler to stand up to his work as the machine did, 
since the machine never tired, but kept on steadily at work without rest, 
and at a quicker rate of working than in hand puddling. By using the 
machine to do the heavy part of the work, it was only required for the 
puddler occasionally to disengage the tool, and draw the iron from the 
sides of the furnace into the centre, leaving the machine during the rest 
of the time to perform its work alone. When the iron was ready for 
balling up, the puddler came fresh to the work; and, from the men being 
relieved of the severest part of the labour, the furnaces worked by the 
machine turned out about 5 cwts. at each heat, and six heats during the 
day, with the same quantity of fuel as was used for the ordinary heats of 
only 4 cwts, in hand puddling, with six heats per day. The average re- 
sult of the day’s work with the machine was about 28} cwts. of puddled- 
iron from 30 cwts. of pig-iron, as compared with about 22} ewts. of pud- 
dled-iron from 24 cwts. of pig-iron by hand puddling.
